Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  Trawden  for  the  year  1937. 

The  year  has  been  notable  in  that  again  no  case  of  acute  infectious 
disease  was  notified. 

There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis. 

This  year  the  Birth-rate  stands  at  the  very  low  figure  of  8*1.  Last 
year  the  corresponding  figure  was  10*4. 

The  death-rate  is  15*0,  which  is  1*7  higher  than  last  year,  viz.  13*3. 

The  report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  1650,  dated  4th  October,  1937.

Small  Pox. — Jerusalem  Farm,  Colne,  i  bed. 

Infectious  Diseases. — Jerusalem  Farm,  Colne,  2  beds.  The 
Council  pay  a  retaining  fee,  and  a  proportionate  cost  for  their  patients 
under  treatment.  A  Scheme  for  becoming  a  member  of  the  Burnley 
Joint  Hospital  Board  is  nearing  completion. 

General. — The  Hartley  Hospital,  Colne,  12  Male  and  16  Female 
beds. 

Tuberculosis. — Sanitoria  provided  by  the  Lancashire  C.C. 

Maternity. —The  Lancashire  C.C.  have  arranged  for  Trawden 
patients  to  be  admitted  to  the  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Home, 
Barrowford  Road. 

Children. — Ward  in  Hartley  Hospital,  8  beds. 

Venereal  Diseases. — The  Lancashire  C.C.  have  arranged  for 
necessary  treatment  to  be  given  at  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Burnley.

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — A  Clinic  Staffed  by  the 
Lancashire  C.C.  is  held  in  the  Skipton  Road  Methodist  Schoolroom 
every  Wednesday,  2-4  p.m. 

No  other  clinics  are  held  in  Trawden,  but  residents  may  attend  the 
following,  under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Authorities : — 

Tuberculosis. — At  Carr  Road,  Nelson. 
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Orthopedic. — At  Carr  Road,  Nelson  (under  14  years  of  age). 

Vknereal  Diseases. — Victoria  Hospital  Burnley. 

Legisi.ation  in  Force. — The  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  came 
into  force  first  day  of  October,  1937. 

Staff  of  the  Department.— Consists  of  a  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  (part-time),  and  a  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  latter  is  also  your 
Surveyor  and  Water  Manager. 

Professional  Nursing. — There  is  no  arrangements  for  home 
nursing  of  infectious  Diseases,  but  the  services  of  the  District  Nurses, 
under  the  Hospital  Scheme,  are  available  for  general  nursing.  Two 
midwives  have  been  appointed  during  the  year  by  the  L.C.C. 

The  Supply  of  Food  and  Milk  for  expectant  and  nursing 
Mothers  and  Milk  for  Infants  is  arranged  by  the  County  Authorities. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply, — The  water  is  obtained  from  springs  and  a  boring 
in  Boulsworth  Hill,  and  is  conveyed  by  pipe  direct  to  the  houses.  It 
is  of  constant  supply  and  water  is  of  excellent  quality ;  700  houses  and 
88  other  premises  being  supplied. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. — These  powers  are  under 
the  Joint  Board  for  the  District.
